Police officers hurt after being pelted with missiles at unlicensed event 

NINE HELD AT

NINE police officers were injured 
and nine people arrested following 
an unlicensed music event in 
Barking. 

At around 9.45pm on Saturday, 
June 18, police were informed of a 
large number of people gathering 
for an unlicensed event at a build¬ 
ing in Thames Road. 


Officers from a number of sur¬ 
rounding boroughs and the Pan- 
London Taskforce (Territorial 
Support Group and Dog Support 
Unit) attended and found 1,000 
people inside the venue and around 
the same number outside. 

Missiles were thrown at officers 
but most of those in attendance dis¬ 
persed and the building was emp¬ 
tied by 2am on Sunday, June 19. 

Eight male officers and one 


female officer - two sergeants, two 
dog handlers and five police con¬ 
stables - received injuries. 

Four of the male officers were 
treated in hospital and later released. 

Nine men were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of a variety of offences includ¬ 
ing organising an illegal rave, bur¬ 
glary and violent disorder. 

They have all been bailed to dates 
in mid and late August pending fur¬ 
ther enquiries. 


Temporary Chief Superintendent 
Sean Wilson, borough commander 
for Barking and Dagenham, said: 
“A number of officers were injured 
while going about their duties and 
this will not be tolerated. 

“A full investigation has been 
launched and we will endeavour to 
bring those responsible to justice. 

“We are working very closely 
with the community who are 
shocked by these events.”

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Fugitive fails to 
appear in court

A MAN has been jailed for 20 years 
for attempted murder. 

Stanislavs Leonovs, 27, was found 
guilty at the Old Bailey on Friday, 
June 17 of trying to kill a 57-year- 
old man in Green Lane, 
Goodmayes, and possessing a 
firearm. 

At the same court on Monday, 
June 20, Leonovs, of Luton Road, 
Chatham, Kent, was sentenced to 20 
years for the attempted murder and 
seven years’ jail for the firearm 
charge to run concurrently. 

The court heard on July 1, 2015, 
shortly before 5.50am, Leonovs dis¬ 
charged seven shots from the boot 
of a Volkswagen Passat at his victim 
and left him critically injured. 

The victim recovered and was 
eventually released from hospital. 

Detectives failed to discover a 
motive but £5,000 was transferred 


POLICE are appealing for the pub¬ 
lic’s help in tracing a man who has 
failed to appear at court and is 
wanted on recall to prison for knife 
and drugs offences. 

Paul Hoque, 22, of no fixed 
address, failed to appear at 
Barkingside Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday, June 8. 

He was due to face charges of 
possessing a knife and possession

“Paul Hoque is seeking to evade 
police and the criminal justice sys- 


rifle was recovered from a garden 
close to the scene and CCTV 
showed a man matching Leonovs’ 
description discarding the weapon. 

Leonovs was traced to a car park 
in Chatham, Kent, on July 16, 2015. 

He fled but the Passat was found 
with Leonovs’ DNA inside. 

He was arrested in Gillingham, 
Kent, on December 10. 

At his address documents showed 
he had fled to France before return¬ 
ing to the country. 

Detective Constable Peter Harvey 
said: “The investigation has shown 
that he [Leonovs] was willing to 
take money and attempt to kill 
someone, the sentence reflects just 
how serious a crime this was. 

“Our investigation remains ongo¬ 
ing to find out who conspired with 
Leonovs and who paid him to carry 
out this shooting.”

Baker appeared at 
Barkingside Magistrates’ Court 
on Monday, June 20 and was 
remanded into custody to 
appear on a date to be arranged.

The weapons were hidden 
in bushes at Sebastian Court, 
Meadow Road. 

Sophie Linden, deputy 
mayor of London for policing 
and crime, joined officers 


from Trident as they 
searched the area as part of 
Operation Sceptre. 

The project was one of sev¬ 
eral scheduled this week to 
crack down on knife offences. 

Officers were also set to 
carry out intelligence-led 
stop-and-searches, as well as 
‘proactive’ operations to 
hunt down suspects wanted 
for knife-related offences and 
other violent crimes.

Race-bred Mini up for the challenge

A NEW race-bred Mini is about to 
hit UK streets as a strictly limited 
edition model. 

Called the Mini John Cooper 
Works Challenge, it is based on 
the fiery Mini JCW Hatch variant 
but adds some upgrades to make 
it more track focused. 

The Challenge bit refers to the 
racing series that has been run¬ 
ning since 2002. 

And with that in mind the Mini 
development team in Oxford has 
worked with the racing car’s key 
suppliers to ensure the newcomer 
“delivers bespoke track perfor¬ 
mance to levels never before 
seen in the small hot hatch 
class”. 

Limited to a maximum of 100 
cars, the model features a unique 
colour combination and graphics, 
genuine Mini JCW Pro 
Accessories, and is available in 
one fixed specification only with a 
tab of £32,000. 

The new special edition uses 
the latest Mini John Cooper 
Works Hatch as its basis - itself 
the most potent Mini ever pro¬ 
duced - and is powered by a 2.0- 


litre twin turbo engine developing 
231 bhp. 

It uses a six-speed manual 
transmission, can scorch from 0- 
62mph in 6.3 seconds, has a top 


speed of 153mph, yet can return 
42.2mpg with C02 emissions of 
155g/km. 

Bespoke styling includes 
enlarged air intakes at the front 


for increased cooling, contoured 
wheel arch extensions and a rear 
spoiler, while the cabin features 
John Cooper Works sports seats 
and sports steering wheel. 


Satisfied with the car’s degree 
of power, the engineering team 
concentrated more on the 
Challenge model’s chassis, tyres 
and braking.
